30.—Italy's 
southern 
army 
beat off the Ethiopian defenders 
in a bloody battle, unconfirmed 
press dispatches said today, and 
penetrated to the vicinity of its 
next objective of Gorrahei'. 
. 
The reports, issued from Mogad- 
iscio, Italian Somaliland, said the 
battle ranged for several days be- 
tween Gorrahei and Scillave, for- 
tified Italian center. The dispatch- 
es did not estimate the number 
of dead or wounded. 


Thousands of Italian troops and 
native dubats were reported to 
have engaged in the combat, and 
to have swept aside successfully 
the Ethiopian warrior hordes^. 


The reports were ^communicated 
to this northern front, but could 
not be officially confirmed here 
immediately. 
Native troops on the northern 


front, meanwhile, deployed tactic- 
ally as far as Hauzien—half way 
to the objective of Makale—an* 
took possession of the famous na- 
tural fortress of Maba Slon. 
The Ethiopian garrison retreat- 
ed.In a sharp action on the north- 
west border, the Italians crossed 
the Setlt river, dispersed and drove 
back a concentration of Ethiopians 
at Nlaghin. 
The fascist forces then recross- 


ed the river and resumed the de- 
fensive on their side of the fron- 
tier between Ethiopia and Italy's 
colony of Eritrea.

AUSTIN, Oct. 31. 


The house today rejected, 
83 to, 53, a proposal to in- 
crease the sulphur produc- 
tion tax 50 cents per ton for 
old age pensions. 
i 


The old fight over the 


sulphur tax flared in more 
than two hours of 'heated debate. 
The increase was proposed as an 
amendment to an omnibus tax 
bill that carried a raise of 15 
cents a ton. Before the house re- 
jected the 50-cent hike it turned 
down an amendment to increase 
the tax nine cents. 
Rep. J. Franklin Spears of San 
Antonio charged the sulphur com- 
panies had failed to pay accord- 
ing to their ability, while Reps. 
Joe W. Caldwell, Jr., of Asherton, 
B. E. Quinn of Beaumont and oth- 
ers said the levy would be puni- 
tive. 
While the house debated, fears 
grew that unless the omftibus tax 
bill was passed before the end of 
the week it would be dead. The 
house had spent six days debating 
the bill, but refused again to limit 
argument. 
Rep. Harry N. Graves of George- 


town recalled the fight in the 41st 
legislature when the sulphur tax 
was increased. He charged sulphur 
oompay lobbyists with breaking a 
quorum in the senate for. nearly 
a week to defeat the legislation. 


Never Have Been Fair. 
"The sulphur companies never 
have been fair," Graves said. "They 
have made their investment back 
200 times. Don't let them scatter 
us again this time like a hawk 
would scatter a flock of chickens.

MAKING ORIGIN DATES BACK 
TO MISTY AGE OF ANTIQUITY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31— 


The origin of the errie fun-mak- 
ing that marks Hallowe'en is lost 
in the misty ages of antiquity. 


Its roots go back to the days 


before Christianity was carried to 
the European lands In which the 
Druids held sway. 


Thus, the witches, impa, goblins, 
gnomes, demons, kobolds, spirites 
and hobgoblins that hold forth on 
Hallowe'en have a long line of 
ancestry. 
'"Oidhche Shamhna" 
or 
the 
"Kvigil of Saman," of old Ireland, 
when certain wicked souls were 
called together by tho Lord of 
Death, Saman, on the night of 


Oct. 31, still surveys In parts of 
present-day Ireland. 
The Druidlc ceremonies were 
added In later years some char- 
acteristics of the Roman festival 
of Pomona, held about Nov. 1, 
in which apples and nuts played 
an important part. 
Down the centuries has come 
tho annual celebration, a relic of 
Pagan times and the middle ages. 
It ic allied with tho German '"Wal- 
purgis" night, celebrated the eve 
of May 1. Northern England calls 
the occasion "nutcrack night." 
Evil influences generally are said 
to be particularly active on Hal- 
lowe'en but then the fairies are 
supposed to hold a grand time, 
too.

Here is 
a scoop he achieved in his 
story "Rasselas, Prince of 
Abyssinia," written in 1759, 
on the subject of hostile in- 
vasion.

ure invade them from the 
sky? Against an army sail-

through 
the clouds,

suggestion of Christopher

Rasselas, used by Johnson

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END OF THE JEWISH NATION 


A TRAGEDY OF DISOBEDIENCE * 


Flouting the Law, Given Over to Sensuality 


And Corruption, the People of the Covenant 
Carried Captive Into Babylonia—The Pen- 
alty of disobedience to Jehovah. 
* 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


We hear much of the woes of 
the Jews, of today; but this lesson 
carries us back to the greatest 
woe of all, and a source of sub- 
sequent 
tribulations, 
the 
final 
*reak-up of the Hebrew kingdom, 
and its captivity and exile. The 
year 587 B. C. is a black date in 
the calendars of 
Judaism, 
for 


then it was that Jerusalem 
fell 
to the army of Nebuchadrezzar. 


Since then, the Jew has been a 


man 
without a nation. For 
a 


brief period there was a success- 
ful revolt in Palestine under the 
Maccabees, but even then 
most 
Jews were dispersed among 
the 
nations. To Egypt, Arabia, China, 
India and later to Europe they 
went a homeless, haunted folk, 
ever nursing in their 
hearts 
a 


homesickness for Zion, and mem- 
ories of the great days when they 
were a nation. Anybody who is 
Inclined to disbelieve in a Divine 
Providence, has but to consider 
the history of the Jews. 


Disobedience And Disaster. 


Written large upon the surface' 


of the story is a stern admonition 
to the nations of our day:—Dis- 
obedience to the clear commands 
of the Eternal leads to ultimate 
disaster. Since His nature is the 
embodiment of purity and justice 
and love—for so man has come to 
know God—He cannot remain in- 
different to a flouting of His ex- 
plicit laws. The long history of 
the nations that have risen and 
fallen is a tale of high ideals de- 
teriorating into moral laxity, po- 
litical corruption, social injustice 
—and then ruin. 


It may sound Sunday-schoolish 
to say that a nation's destiny is 
determined by its moral charac- 
ter; but that truth looms 
from 
the pages of history, like Fujiya- 
ma on a clear day from Japan's 
Inland Sea. Nations, 
no 
more 
than individuals, can flout God 
and survive. 
Current 
literature 


and the stage and screen are cry- 
Ing aloud today the obvious truth 
that "Crime does not pay." In 
the presence of this record of Ju- 
dah's fall, and of current inter- 
national conditions, we need to 
amplify and intensify that eternal 
law. Any people 
indifferent 
to 


the moral law of God Is doomed. 
That Is one reason why religion 
is a more pressing and vital in- 
terest today than business or pol- 
itics. 


"Worse Than A Crime" 
Certainly Jehovah had been a 
patient, tolerant, nursing Father 
to the Jews. By many and pe- 
culiar providences He 
had 
led 
them into nationhood. He 
had 
made them objects of His spec- 
ial care. With 
their 
continual 


backsliding* He had been forbear- 
Ing 'and forgiving. He sent to 
.them .prophet after prophet to call 
th*!r.._ wandering feet back Into 


f«tl» plain path of obedience. 
Their offense was "worse than 
a crime; it was a blunder." Like 
most sinning, it was stupid. God 
asked only loyalty 
to 
Himself, 


their protector and provider, and 
obedience to laws which 
were 


inherently for their own good. 
Yet with the perversity which 
marks human nature, the 
Jews 


continually wandered after 
the 
heathen idols of the neighboring 
nations, 
wh'ose 
worship 
gave 


free 
play 
to sensuality. They 


chose little gods instead of the 
Great God. 
Like a 
fever-patient's 
chart, 


their course was an erratic graph 
of ups and downs; of 
flagrant 


disobedience and 
occasional 
re- 


• forms. The prophets likened the 
.nation's conduct 
to 
adultery. 


Constancy in religion seemed im- 
possible for these heirs of the 


• great deliverance from Egypt. 


A Spring With Many Streams. 
The root of the Hebrew's mis- 


i doing and undoing was religious 
•unbelief, or indlfferentlsm. Now 


Indlfferentism Is the prevailing re- 
ligion heresy _of our own land and 


• time, far graver than modernism 
; or any of the fantastic cults that 
' have arisen. of late 
years. Not 


many persons avow 
themselves 
atheists. They do not actively dis- 
believe in God; they simply Ig- 
nore Him. They see no relation 
between religious faith and social 


• or national 
welfare. None 
the 


• less, the two are as root and fruit. 
I 
Out of the religious shortcom- 


i Ings of the. Jewish nation sprang 
ill the evils of open sin; of so- 
cial oppression; of greed and in- 


] Justice. When they turned their 
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backs upon God, and began to 
caper orgiastlcally in the groves 
and high places of idolatry, they 
at the same time turned 
their 


jacks upon the pure, stern mo- 
rality of the Mosaic law. Irrelig- 
on is a spring that flows out in- 
;o many streams. 


One scracely needs the Impas- 


sioned and lofty phrases of the 
Hebrew prophets to perceive how 
heinous is sin. Sin Is the mother 
of crime, the breeder of every 
evil that affects man in relation 
:o man. In the presence of the 
tragedy of Judah's fall, we recall 
that "Sin, when it is 
finished, 


bringeth forth death." Those di- 
letante 
"intellectuals" 
of 
our 


time who discard the teaching 
and fact of sin as the old-fogyism 
of an unenlightenned generation 
and advocate free expression of 
man's baser nature, 
are 
either 


heedless or Ignorant of the obvi- 
ous teachings of history. 


How Prosperity Comes. 
Any sincere, long look at the 


annals of man makes clear that 
righteousness is the permanent 
condition of prosperity. Is it with- 
out significance that today, de- 
spite their defects, the most pow- 
erful and prosperous nations of 
earth are Christian nations? Cyni- 
cal authors today repudiate "hap- 
uy endings" for their fiction; but 
life disagrees with them. Any- 
how, 
nobody would expect happy 


endings for the sort of charac 
ters portrayed in-the day's litera- 
ture. But the 
great 
writings, 


which have stood the 
test 
of 


time, are at one with the Hebrew 
Scriptures in recroding the 
re- 
wards 
of 
righteousness. 
"Be 


good and you'll be happy" is an 
oft-criticised but still true saying. 
"Happy is the nation whose god 
is Jehovah." 


Judlah went on the rocks as a 
nation because she turned aside 
from the clear course of good 
faith and loyalty and justice. In 
retrospect, it is apparent that the 
bitterness of her fate lay in hav- 
ing sold her birthright for a mess 
of pottage which she did not get 
She had been disloyal 
to 
the 


Great God in order to serve little 
gods 
whose 
promised 
rewards 


turned to ashes of bitterness in 
the mouths that tasted them. Bui 
the exile taught the- Jews a les 
son which they learned for 
al 


ways. It cured them of Idolary 
Never again have they gone after 
the false gods of other nations. 


When Jerusalem Fell.' 
Every Bible-studying visitor to 


modern Jerusalem is moved by 
the spectacle of the Holy City 
and the memories it calls forth 
He visualizes the tragedy when 
the hosts of Babylon encircled it 
He hears the whirr of the siege 
missies, the thud of the battering 
rams, the clash of swords, 
the 


shrieks 
of 
the 
besieged, 
the 


shouts of the triumphant attack 
ers. If he knows anything aboir 
oriental large-scale disasters, 
he 


pictures the emaciated forms of 
the cooped-up women, children 
and men; the awful inroads ol 
famine; the horrible resort to can 
hiballsm; and then the slaughtei 
and captivity that followed the 
final victory by Nebuchadrezzar's 
army. There is nothing in the ex 
perience of present-day Christen 
dom to afford any parallel fo 
comparison. I saw 
the 
fleeing 


fugitives of France during 
the 


war; but they appeared as com 
fortable excursionists, when con 
trasted with like hegiraa that I 
have witnessed in the Orient. 


Nearly a dozen times the old 
city of Jerusalem has fallen be 
fore Invaders, as when destroyet 
by Titus and In the wars of the 
crusades. 
Memories of 
misery 


piled upon misery, woe upon woe 
march across the mind of one 
who muses today, upon Jerusalem 
from Olivet's 
height. But 
the 


supreme tragedy of all was when 
the fal of Jerusalem to the Baby 
lonians marked the end of the 
Chosen People as a nation.
